Governor James Blanchard has 
unveiled a proposal, which was later 
introduced in the Legislature, to 
create a Michigan Strategic Fund to 
provide additional venture capital to 
accelerate the state’s economic 
diversification and growth. 

An immediate $54 million is avail- 
able as ‘‘seed’’ money for the fund 
while future funding is uncertain 
until negotiations are completed 
with state financial institutions. 

Under the proposal, a strategic 
fund would be created along with an 
outline of the powers and duties of 
the fund’s board of directors, mostly 
representing the private sector. 

The fund would coordinate efforts 
to eliminate any duplication of effor- 
ts, provide for the guarantee of 
federal funds for venture capital and 
then make allocations on a case-by- 
case formula to Michigan business 
and industry. 

Other proposals under the plan 
would provide for the establishment 
of the Center for Assistance to 
Private Enterprise, which will be a 
part of the fund, to provide for 
leverage of private capital by par- 
ticipating in loans to create and 
retain jobs in Michigan and the 
establishment of the Center for 
Product Development to leverage 
private participation in the develop- 
memt of new products, devices, in- 
ventions and techniques. 

Other features of the plan include 
the establishment of: 

¢ A Center for Loan Insurance 
which will leverage additional finan- 
cial availability to businesses 
through an array of insurance 
mechanisms. 

¢ A Center for Assistance to Local 
Governments which will be designed 
to stimulate local investment in 
public works by providing loans and 
loan guarantees to municipalities. 

e A Center for Minority Venture 
Capital to stimulate additional 
financial investment in minority en- 
terprises by providing tax credits to 
corporations providing financing for 
minority businesses. 

* A Center for Research and 
Development to providing financing 


to non-profit research institutions

For an additional incentive for 
minority venture capital, the 
proposal also suggests an amend- 
ment to the Single Business Tax Act 
providing for investment tax credits 
at 50 percent of the total amount. 

Blanchard said the fund will be 
used to better manage and coor- 
dinate existing state development 
financing and debt management 
programs. 

Current state programs to be in- 
cluded within the new proposal are 
the Michigan Economic Develop- 
ment Authority and the Job 
Development Authority. 

The governor said the program 
will provide long-term benefits for 
the economic well-being of the state. 
He added that the success of the 
program will hinge on the willing- 
ness of the private sector to par- 
ticipate actively in the program. 

Blanchard said there are ongoing 
negotiations with representatives of 
the financial community to make 
future investments in the fund. 

He said he was willing to provide 
“flexibility” on banking regulations 
in return for future venture capital 
adding he remained open-minded on 
banking regulatory matters, 
especially interest rates, but this 
was coupled with a commitment to 
the future by the financial com- 
munity. 

“The Michigan Fund is a vital 
component of our strategy to 
develop jobs for our state. It will set, 
Michigan on course that is bold and 
far more innovative than that of any 
other state,’’ Blanchard said. 

He added the proposal is designed 
to bring greater efficiency and less 
bureaucracy to Michigan’s existing 
financial assistance programs for 
business development by _ con- 
solidating programs and_ cen- 
tralizing them. 

The proposal was introduced in 


both the state Senate and House :of: 


Representatives to allow legislators 
an opportunity to review the 
proposal over the summer recess. 
Early fall passage of the proposal 
into law is expected.

ANNUAL MEETING 


June 25, 1983 


The 1983 Annual Meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Bernard Fowler at 1:00 p.m.

Chairman Fowler led The Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag, 
thanked citizens for their attendance and reminded them that 
participation in any decision was limited to those holding the 
qualifications of an elector of Grayling Township. Ruby Reetz 
presented the Township with an American Flag which belonged 
to the Crawford County Grange. The Grange was a very influen- 
tial group in the early days of this community, The Crawford 
County Chapter has disbanded but the flag will now have a per- 
manent home with the Township. As we pledge our allegiance 
may we reflect on our forefathers who stood before this flag, men 
and women without whom this community would not be what it 
is today. 

Clerk Ashton read the minutes of the 1982 Annual Meeting. 
Motion by Jackie Bonkowski, supported by Elizabeth Wieland 
that the minutes of the 1982 meeting be approved as read. All 
ayes, Motion carried. 

There were no petitions or correspondence. 

The financial statement is included in the packet already 
distributed containing the agenda and proposed budgets. 

Old Business: 

1. Mary Cecil requested that a representative of the Town- 
ship cordially ask Larry Wakeley te move his cars further back 
from Whirlpool Road. Chairman Fowler stated that this has 
been done several times and that although Mr, Wakeley’s 
property and business is a non-conforming use it is protected by 
the grandfather clause and nothing can legally be done. 

New Business: 

2. Fowler indicated he would be recommending the Board 
continue to hold their regular meetings on the second Tuesday of 
each month at 7:30 p.m. Dates for the next fiscal year will be: 
July 12, August 9, September 13, October 11, November 8, 
December 13, January 10, February 14, March 13, April 10, May 
8, and June 12. The Annual Meeting will be Saturday, June 30, 
1984 at 1:00 p.m. 

3. A recommendation would also be made to authorize the 
depository of funds in all five financial institutions: Gaylord 
State Bank, Grayling State Bank, Northern National Bank, 
Great Lakes Savings and Wurtsmith Credit Union. 

4. Fowler stated that the Township has three road projects 
underway. They are Circle Court, Woodleaf Drive and Sherwood 
Forest. Bud Joyce asked about this percentage breakdown of the 
road projects. It is: Township 50%, Read Commission 25%, 
Special Assessment to benefit property owners 25%. The Special 
Assessment is normally spread over three years and added to 
the tax bill with no interest. 

The Road Commission is going to pick up the entire cost of 
Staley Lake Road improvement less blacktopping. Also, the 
Road Commission will take care of the improvement and main- 
tenance of Jones Lake Road as long as the residents don’t 
request blacktop. 

5. Don Welser made a motion recommending that the 
Grayling Township Board take the proposed Grayling Township 
Zoning Ordinance to a vote of the people prior to passage. 
Elizabeth Wieland noted that the cost of a Special Election on 
the above motion would be prohibitive. The next general election 
is November 1984, The proposed ordinance is scheduled to be 
presented to the Township Board by the Grayling Township 
Planning Commission for action on July 12, 1983. Motion sup- 
ported by Jerry Jacklyn. Ayes - 10, Nays- 10, motion failed. 

Annual Meeting recess at 1:30 p.m. to hold hearings on 


Elizabeth Wieland questioned whether the transter station 
is for commercial use as well as residential? Yes, business owners 
may use the transfer station, however, commercial refuse 
haulers will be charged a fee. 

Chairman Fowler explained the line items to do with summer 
tax collections. The Township made an agreement with 
Crawford AuSable Community Schools and C.O.0O.R. Inter- 
mediate Schoo} District to collect summer taxes for a fee of 1.1% 
of total taxes collected. It is approximated that this amount 
would come to $9,000. and would cover the expenses of collection 
which include: estimated 36% increase in treasurer's workload 
and thus adjusted salary, Deputy Treasurer wages, computer 
service, postage and office supplies. These items will be set up as 
separate accounts to provide figures for estimating future bids 
for the summer tax collection. 

Don Welser questioned whether the electrical inspection fees 
cover the budget expenditure for electrical inspector? Chairman 
Fowler stated this is, for the most part, a break even item. 

Don Welser asked about the large increase in phone expen- 
ses for 1982-83, The Township bought its own telephone system 
from General Telephone when the offices were moved to the M- 
72 West Plaza from City Hall. 

Mary Cecil asked if the meeting room in which this meeting 
was being held was included in our lease, Chairman Fowler ex- 
plained it is not but we have its free use until which time it may 
be rented by someone. The Township is studying whether or not 
we should include it in our lease. The cost seems high but one 
should keep in mind that it would be used by the Grayling Town- 
ship Board, Grayling Township Planning Commission, Board of 
Appeals, Board of Review, and possibly even for elections. 

Fred Blaauw asked the reason for moving the Township of- 
fices. Jackie Bonkowski explained it was increased office and 
storage space required particularly since we have added the 
summer tax collection season. The Township did try to negotiate 
for more office space with the City but there was none available. 

Mary Cecil recommended to the Township Board that it be 
publicized if the Township is considering renting the meeting 
room in the M-72 West Plaza. Chairman Fowler noted that we 
are involved in litigation at present because of the small meeting 
space provided for the public in previous years during Board of 
Review sessions. 

Chairman Fowler noted that the street lights on I-75 
Business Loop North (Old 27} are no longer a special assessment. 
The Township has picked up the cost because of the increase in 
both residential and commercial use of that area. 

Jerry Jacklyn asked why there is a request for $500. for 
refuse collection in the budget in addition to the refuse transfer 
station? Chairman Fowler explained that from time to time the 
Township is called upon to clean up illegal trash dumpings in the 
Township, There was no expenditure for this in 1982-83 as 
Supervisor Fowler and often times Bob Chappel have used their 
vehicles and made the cleanups at no charge. The Township 
Board feels, however, that as a precaution there should be a 
reasonable amount in the budget for any emergencies of this 
type in the future. 

Chairman Fowler noted that the requested increase in funds 
for the cemetery as compared to 1982-83 expenses is that crews 
from Camp Lehman have provided needed labor for a very low 
fee. However, there is no certainty that this service will continue. 

Don Welser requested explanation of the $13,800, set aside 
for Transportation Authority. The $13,800 is the Township 
share of the proposed 1983 Transportation Authority Budget to 
be used for the airport. This is 23.3% of the total Transportation 
Authority Budget. The formula is based on 1982 State 
Equalized Value (including industrial and commercial facilities.} 
For 1983 this formula would be: County 67.9%, City 8.7%, 
Township 23.8%. The 1983 Transportation Authority Budget 
has not been adopted at this time. Fred Blaauw asked if the 
Township would consider contributing to the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery if it came down to a point of closing unless additional 
funds could be found. Chairman Fowler stated the Board con- 
siders all such requests.

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Doodies From 
The Tall Timber 


Wendell L. Hoover 
Park Interpreter 


The old adage ‘You can 
learn something new every 
day”’ was once more appro- 
priate. The tall shrub or 
small tree I and many others 
have called Thorn Apple is 
not an apple but a Hawthorn. 
There are, it seems, more 
than a hundred species 
growing in North America, 
and it is possible there may 
be as many as 1,000 species 
depending on which Botanist 
you talk with. It seems there 
is frequent hybridization 
- complicated by much in- 


dividual variation which 
confounds accurate iden- 
tification so, for we 


amateurs, it is best to simply 
call them hawthorns without 
any attempt to be more 
specific. Whatever you wish 
to call them, they are 
described as being very den- 
se, thorny shrubs or small - 
trees. They are the only sim- 
ple-leaved plants with non- 
leafy thorns mostly over one 
inch long. Identification of 
the Hawthorn is easy, 
especially if you walk into 
one of those thorny devils. 
The flowers are borne in 
clusters of white, pink or red 
flowers which are from less 
than half an inch to an inch 
in diameter. The fruit is at- 
tractive to various forms of 
wildlife and especially to 
ruffed grouse and deer. Sin- 
ce they produced abundant 
flowers just a short time ago, 
it would appear that much 
hunting will center on the 
thorn apple (Oh, pardon 
me!), Hawthorn thickets, 
this fall.

Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners 


(Synopsis — 5/26/83) 
The May 26th, 1983 Meeting of the Crawford County Board 
Commissioners came to order at 9:30 a.m. with all the com- 


times. The minutes of 5/10/83 were approved, with the correction 
that the motion authorizing signing of the Agreament relative to 
disposition of monies from prosecution of welfare fraud cases 
was seconded by Miller. The corrections made on 3/8/83 to the 


2/24/83 minutes, which were inadvertently rescinded on 5/10/83 


were re-approved. 
Payment of $641.95 for maintenance on the Sheriff’s Xerox 


copier and a $100.00 ad in the Crawford County Fair Book were’ 


approved, efter which guidelines for the Economic Development 
Fund Committee were accepted as presented by Housing Direc- 
tor, Randy Thompson. Thompson also briefed commissioners on 
the status of the Michigan Youth Corps. 

Among the forty one pieces of correspondence reviewed, was 
one to Senator Binsfeld from the Grayling Chamber of Commer- 
ce supporting the Fish Hatchery Project. The Chairperson was 
authorized to send a similar letter on behalf of the Board. Com- 
missioners also supported Resolutions advocating State funded 
jail improvements and continued registration of Sanitarians. 
They adopted Resolutions supporting a Joint Property Tax 
Proposal Committee and the Natural Gas Consumer Relief Act, 
and opposing the 1983 Supplementary Appropriation to the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund. The Board also approved a 
Resolution defining the Scope of Authority of County Officials 
and Employees. A proposed ordinance prohibiting filing of false 


es reports was tabled pending a legal opinion. 


Items reviewed in Committee reports included: 

DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL SERVICES: distribution 
plans for surplus food, emergency food and food and shelter, 
problems in distribution of food stamps, case loads, storage of 
perishables and need for a volunteer action agent and retaining 
of a full time D.S.S, Director. 

MENTAL HEALTH: legislation regulating transporting of 
clients for psychiatric evaluation and structure of State and 
four-county Mental Health Boards, 

DISTRICT HEALTH: Cadillac sewer project, certification 
of sanitarians and State budget cuts. 

RC&D: Jobs Bill provided Huron Pines with $185,400.00, 
stumpage prices, erosion problems and re-routing of horse and 


Qrkine trails reviewed. 


BLDG. & PERSONNEL: phone analyses reviewed, and no 
objection raised to installation of eaves troughs behind the Lot- 
tery Office. 

EQUALIZATION & APPORTIONMENT: State has accep- 
ted the County Equalization Report. 

NEMCOG: Overlap of jurisdiction between NEMCOG, 
NEMSCA and the Manpower Consortium discussed. Their fun- 
ctions are planner, housing and teacher respectively, and correc- 
tive action on duplication is underway. Mattis will represent 
Crawford on Northeast Michigan Development Committee. 

2ND REGION OF MAC: MAC Legislative Platform 
reviewed, 

INSURANCE: hospitalization under self-insurance being 
studied. 

DPW: A landfill well which is not clearing up is being 
monitored frequently. The Treasurer was directed to pay the 
outstanding AIS equipment repair bill. (A later motion to 
rescind this authorization failed.) Bonding of the old landfill 
through an outside insurance policy was authorized, and the 
Crawford/Otsego Landfill Agreement was approved with the 
stipulation that membership shall be four persons. Crawford's 
share for repair to the entrance road was estimated at $2000.00, 
and warranties on the machinery and status of bookkeeping 
procedures were also questioned. 

MANPOWER CONSORTIUM: Service Delivery Areas are 
not yet finalized, and time table for PIC’s eight weeks behind 
schedule. Crawford will be represented on PIC. 

COUNCIL ON AGING: Current projects were outlined by 
NEMSCA, noting that there is no Civil Defense facility included 
in plans at the Senior Center. . 

FISH HATCHERY: Execution of the lease for fish and sub- 
mission of a $4000.00 loan request to the Economic Develop- 
ment Strategy Committee to relieve cash flow problems were 
both approved. Manager Howard Hatfield was placed on the 
county payroll until no later than 11/1/83, with monies to come 
from Fish Hatchery funds. It was determined the Hatchery 
would open ‘6/28/83, and hiring of a security guard was tabled 
pending securing of the loan and information on the status of the 
Michigan Youth Corp. 

SHERIFF'S REPORT: No objection was raised to placing

capacity, particularly with female prisoners, items for auction, 
availability of D.N.R. funding for a motor for the Marine Patrol 
Boat, and his follow up on allegations of drag racing between 
deputies. 

CLERK'S REPORT: The purchase of five plat books for the 
Planning Commission at $9.00 each, waiving the County’s $1.00 
fee, was approved, along with a request to place the switchboard 
position under the Clerk’s Office, combining it with additional 
duties and reclassifying the position an 06. A special millage 
election for fire protection has been requested by Maple Forest 
Township, and a $169.68 adjustment will be received from the 


oc cost on the Lottery Lease. 


TREASURER’S REPORT: Maple Forest Township has 
been requested to submit funds to cover the Bradford Lake 
Drain Order, the auditors are finalizing their report for presenta- 
tion, and jurisdiction of collecting outstanding personal proper- 
ty taxes was reviewed, 

IN OTHER BUSINESS, THE BOARD: 

* was presented a new flag by the Disabled American 
Veterans. 

* reviewed a legal opinion relative to the Open Meetings Act. 

* authorized payment of $30.00 to a citizen for chickens des- 
troyed by stray dogs. 

* reviewed the Chairperson’s authority in having removed a 

ommigsioner from the Labor Committee, and the events leading 
up to the action. Assistant Prosecutor Sabin’s opinion was that 
the Chair was authorized to appoint, and therefore remove 
members from standng committees. He also indicated that nor-

Statewide Trout and Salmon 
Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission, at its meeting on 
December 4, 1981, under the authority of Act 165, P.A. 
1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, or- 
dered that for the period beginning April J, 1982, and end- 
ing March 31, 1984, no person shall take, or attempt to 
take, any species of trout or salmon from any of the 
waters of this state except by hook and line during the 
open seasons prescribed, and within the minimum size 
limits and maximum possession limits indicated below. 


Statewide open seasons on all streams and designated 
trout lakes shall be from the last Saturday in April 
through September 30 (longer on waters designated by the 
Director for extended fishing under Act 165) on ali trout 
and salmon. Statewide open seasons on all other inland 
lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any time for all trout 
and salmon. Size limits shall be 8 inches on Lower Penin- 
sula streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 
inches on lakes. The daily POSSESSION limit for trout 
and salmon shall be 5 fish singly or in combination but no 
more than 3 lake trout or splake, except that an additional 
§ brook or brown trout may be taken from streams from 
the last Saturday in April through September 30 only and 
no more then 2 lake trout or splake may be taken from 
Lake Michigan or its tributary streams.
